THE PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Proceeding of the Second Session of the 
Fifth Parliament. 

FORTY-FIFTH DAY. 

Friday, April 13, 1888. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chuir at 2:10 
o'clock. 

Prayers were offered by the Rev. Dr. 
Roid. 

] REPORTS. 

Mr. Higgins presented the following 
report of the select committee appointed 
to visit the Yictorja gaol:— 

Mil. Si'kakkr:— - Tho select, couimitteo up- 
lHiinted to impure into the condition and wort- 
ing of the Victoria gaol, with power to call lor 
personsand papers, respectfully report:— 

That they visited tlie gaol and found it in a 
cleanly condition throughout. 

That the prisoners awaiting trial complain 
that they are allowed only :u hours exorcise in 
t he day of '.'1 hours; being locked in their cells 
201 hours each day. 

That three prisoners complained that they 
bad been three mouths in gaol awaiting trial, 
which would seem to indicate that more fre- 
quent assize courts are necessary. 

That complaint was made by prisoners await- 
ing trial that the food was insufficient: Tho 
committee examined the corn-mcal mush and 
fount) it thin and unnutritlous; its value as food 
would be greatly enhanced by u little thicken- 
ing and the addition of a tablespoonful of sugar 
to each dish. ' 

That the soup is meagre and should be im- 
proved In sbrengt h. 

That the clothing, meat, bread and groceries 
supplied are of excellent quality and up to 
sample. 

That a serious dofectistho absence- of a hos- 
pital. Prisoners when taken ill have to bo 
treated In llicir cells or in tho warden's room. 
The discomfort and inconvenience of the first 
and tho Insecurity of tlie second nro too manl- 
iest to need comment. 

That youthful prisoners are herded wit li older 
criminals, a system that should be altered, so 
as to keep the two olasses apart. 

Thai It. Glenn, a prisoner, came before the 
committee and complained bit terly of ill-treat- 
ment from the late gaoler, whom he described 
as a great brute. He said t hat he had frequent- 
ly requested to see tlie doctor, when ill. and 
bad been refused by tho Into gaoler; that the 
gaoler had retained lottors aJorossot) 10 bin! 
(Glonn), ami had undertaken to post, letters 
written by Olonn and bad tailed to do so. That 
he had often asked to be permitted to appeal 
from the mandates of the gaoler, and had al- 
ways been told there was no appeal. 

That the prisoners all concurred in saying 
that except In the matters of food and short 
hours for exorcise they bad no complaint to 
make against tho present management, 

Your committee observed that tho oatmeal, 
cornmeal, brooms, brushes and several other 
articles in constant use at the gaol are of for- 
eign make, when similar articles of homo manu- 
facture can bo had as good and as low-priced. 
Your committee, therefore, respectfully recom- 
mend that home made goods, wherever prac- 
ticable, should in future be purchased for use 
at tho gaol. 

Your committee would respectfully recom- 
mend that the hours of exorcise allowed pri- 
soners awaiting trial should be increased, and 
that a hospital be attached to the institution. 

A debtors' room or prison is urgently needed 
-debtors being either confined in cells or In tho 
chapel. 

Your committee have examined into tho com- 
plaint of D. Drlscoll, a dismissed ofllcor, that 
he had boen wrongfully dealt with, and find no 
reason to condemn tho action of the govorn- 
mout. 

The committee ask to bo discharged. 

D. W, HlQOINB. Chairman. 
Report rooeived and ordered to bo 
printed. 

QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Higeins asked the chief commis- 
sioner the following questions: Has your 
attention been called to the last clause of 
the report of the select committee 011 
"Claims to Granville townsite," and if so, 
is it the intention of the government to 
re-survey tho lands comprised in the 
crown grants to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co., referred to in said clause ? 

Ans: Tlie boundaries of tlie blocks of 
lands referred to in the agruenient be- 
tween the government mid the C. P. li. 
Co., dated 23d February, 1885, as deli- 
neated upon the plan which is annexed to 
and forms part of said agreement, are ab- 
solutely determined by fixed lines which 
cannot bo altered by any re-survey. 

Mr. Allen asked tho leader of the gov- 
ernment: Is it tho intention of the gov- 
ernment to take any steps in regard to 
squattors' rights in the townsite of Gran- 
ville? 

Ans: Yes^ negotiations nro ponding 
and the government expect to be. in a 
position to make 11 definite statement to 
tlie house respecting tho matter in the 
course of a day or two. 



LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR'S 



Mr. Speaker reatl two messages from 
his honor the lieutenant-governor recom- 
inendimr the Crow's Neat and Kootenay 
Railway Co. and the Boecher branch of 
the E. & N. Railway company bills, pro- 
viding right of way and terminal lands to 
each of the two railways.

Preparing for United Action. 

London, April 13. — Tho Right Hon. 
James Stansfield presided at a meeting of 
the National Liberal Club to-day. It was 
resolved to endeavor to extend the debate 
in the House of Commons on the local 
government bill. All the speakers ox- 
pressed the opinion that tho measure was 
considered as a tory sham among all 
classes. Professor Stuart declared that a 
mission to deal with out-door relief, while 
it proposed compensation to publicans, 
was sutticient to warrant strong opposition 
to its adoption. A committee was ap- 
pointed to arrange for concerted action by 
the liberal party in opposition to the bill. 

An Offlcer Disgraced. 

M. Markan, commander of tho Rou- 
melian flotilla, has been tried by a court- 
martial on a charge of embezzlement and 
convicted. He was degraded from his 
rank and sentenced to ten months' im- 
prisonment and to pay costs. 

American Exchange In Europe. 

A provisional manager has been ap- 
pointed to couduct the business of an 
American exchange in Europe pending a 
petition to allow the concern to go into 
liquidation. 

Parliamentary .Votes. 

In the House of Commons this ovoning 
Goschon, Chancellor of the Exchequer, an- 
nounced that the total amount of consols 
converted up to this time was £473,000.- 
000, leaving £85,000,000 yot to be con- 
verted, the most of which were in the 
hands of trustees. 

W. H. Smith moved to give precedence 
to the county bill ovur private members' 
bills, which motion, after some discussion, 
was adopted by a vote of 243 to 143. 

Henceforth the Liberals may be ex- 
pected to vigorously oppose all proposals 
f the Government during tho contenip- 
plation of anything with respect to the 
government of lroland, or any home legis- 
lation raising tho question of England's 
preference to the Emerald Islo in tho 
matter of local supremacy. 

To-day's meeting of tho National Liberal 
Club was tho beginning of a deliberate 
movement to spur Mr. Gladstone and 
other leaders of tho home rule liberal party 
to an uncompromising fight against the 
progress of the local government bill, 
rind to inspire the rank and file with ar- 
dor to fight out the budget section by 
section. A pacific attitude toward the 
government by no means suits the Irish, 
and is quite as distasteful to tho radicals. 
This feeling is being intensified by tho 
growing certainty that tho local govern- 
ment bill was intended to deceive homo 
rulers and propitiate newly enfranchised 
English electors. 

Trouble Ahead. 

Duulin, April 13.— Placards, urging 
the men of Clare to assort tiieir rights of 
freedom and assemble in the largest num- 
bers possible at twenty ineetingB to bo 
held on Sunday, have been distributed 
throughout County Clare by Parnollite 
members of parliament and members of 
the national league.

Berlin, April 13. —The veitntng says: 
Owing to the contraction of the air pass- 
ago in Emperor Frederick's throat, Dr. 
Borginan yesterday found it necessary to 
insert a now cannula. The general con- 
dition of the Emporor is unaffected. Ho 
passed, a good night; at 7:30 this morning 
ho arose and received Minister Von Putt- 
kamer and others, who made verbal re- 
ports. At noon the Emperor and Ein- 
pi'dss drove to Berlin in a closed carriage 
and visited tho palace. Princusa Victoria 
followed in an open carriage. The royal 
party returned to Cliarlottenborg by way 
of Leestgarden old castlo and along Unter 
dor Linden. Tlie Emporor appeared a 
little paler than usual, but otherwise looked 
well.

Washington, April 13. — By a vote of 
live to four the house committee on inor- 
chant marine and fisheries to-day author- 
ized an adverse report to be made on tho 
Oiimmings' bill, which proposed to pay a 
bounty of thirty cents per registered ton 
for each one thousand miles sailed to all 
vessels built and owned wholly in the 
United States engagod in foreign trade. 
A favorable report was authorized to bo 
made on Dunn's free ship bill with an 
amendment, providing that no foreign 
built vessels shall be purchased for coast 
wise trade. The Republican members 
will submit a minority report against tho 
measure. 

Contract Laborer* Hcnt Home. 

Boston, April 13. — Fourteen alien 
contract laborers, who arrived yesterday 
on the Yarmouth from Nova Scotia, wore 
sent back on the samo vessel to-day 
Four others escaped from the steamer 
last night, they are a ship carpenter, a 
fisherman and two farmers. The schooner 
Nina Heago, which arrived to 
day from Nova Scotia, had 
twenty-four passengers, supposed to 
bo under labor contract, but tho com- 
missioner could got evidence to that effect 
from only five. Their cases will bo refer- 
red to the collector; in the meanwhile the 
men are detained. 

Attacked by Four .Hanked Men. 

Chicago; April 13. — Wenzel Sadler, a 
switchman employed by tho Wisconsin 
Central at Shanty, about nine o'clock last 
night was attacked by four unknown men. 
His right jaw was broken and lie was 
otherwise severely injurod. He lies at 
the county hospital in a critical condition. 
His assailants are believed to bo a gang of 
young toughs who have been hanging 
around the tracks for some time. 

Accidentally Shot. 

Willie Gray, six years old, accidentally 
shot and killed his sister Ella, three years 
old, at 3,<513 Archer avenue yesterday. 

A PrlcNt in Trouble. 

Hinsdale, N. H., April 13.— Rev. 
John J. Holohan, a priest in charge of 
the Roman Catholic Church here, has 
been indicted for fornication. Intense 
excitement prevails. The Roman Catho- 
lics have done their utmost to secure 
Holohan's removal from tho place, but he 
expresses a determination to fight the 
matter out. Tho parish is badly broken 
up and most serious charges are freely 
made against the priest. 

A Negro Lynched. 

Memphis, Tenn., April 13.— A mob of 
farmers yesterday took a negro named 
Jerry Smith out of tho jail and lynched 
him. Smith attempted to assault a white 
girl a few days ago. 

The First Colored Mayor. 

Wheatland, Cal., April 13.— The board 
of trustees have elected E. P. Duplex, 
mayor of this city. Duplex is a colored 
man, the first ever honored with such a 
position on this coast. 

Jealousy and Murder. 

Oakland, Cal., April 13.— This after- 
noon Louis Hansen shot his divorced wife 
and her husband, J. C. Gardner, and then 
killed himself. Tho cause is supposed to 
be jealousy. Gardner and the woman 
may recover. 

Hotel Kurued. 

Pasadena, Cal., April 13.— The hotel 
Marengo at South Pasadena was destroyed 
by fire to-day. Loss §32,000; insurance 
§15,000.

A Train Smattbed to Splinters. 

Jacksonville, Ills., April 13th — A 
througlit freight train on tho Chicago & 
Alton railway was derailed near here 
yesterday. The engineer and fireman 
jumped and saved themselves, but the 
engine and twelve cars wero smashed to 
splinters. From tho appearance of the 
track it is thought fence posts were put 
on the rails by unknown persons. 

I.awlexsness Renewed. 

Creston, Iowa, April 13. — The lawless- 
ness of a week ago was renewod last night 
and there was a number of acts of violence 
in and about "Q" yards.

A 
large section of the country is covered 
with water, und tho Wisconsin Central's 
track for half a mile has been swept, and 
all traffic is suspended.

Zumbkota, Minn., April 13.— At Forest 
Mills, bolow this place, the ice swept 
away a railroad bridge and a wagon 
bridge, causing a loss of 95,000. Six 
miles below Mazeppa the Zumbrota river 
rose thirty feot, and below the ice and 
water have demolished everything in their 
path, entailing a loss of probably $30,000.

The pictures thus puintod by 
Hpirit hands aro not masterpieces.

WHIPPING IN PRISONS. 

A bill relating to tho punishment of 
whipping in prisons has been introduced 
in tho English Houso of Commons. Its 
provisions aro as follows : — Where a boy 
under lb' years of ago is convicted of an 
offence lawfully punishable by imprison- 
ment with hard labor before a court which 
is not of summary jurisdiction, tho court 
may direct that he be privately whipped 
once. Where a malo above the ago of 16 
"l convicted of any of certain grave oflbii- 
es before a court holden under a Com- 
mission of Oyer and Terminer, tho court 
may direct that he bo privately whipped 
thrice or less often. The whipping may 
he either in addition to or in substitution 
for other punishment. The number of 
kes, which is to be specified for each 
whipping in the sentence, may not exceed 
50, and in tho case of a youthful offender 
Tho instrument to be used is also to 
bo specilied in the sentence; and in 
the case of a youthful offender it is to 
be a birch-rod. In no case is a whip- 
ping to be inflicted after the expira- 
tion of six months from tho passing 
of the sentence ; and an offender is not to 
be removed to a convict prison with a 
view to his undergoing a sentence of penal 
servitude until after the infliction of every 
whipping to which ho may have been 
sentenced. With regard to offenders who 
are convicted of indecent assaults on 
young persons under the age of 11$, Courts 
of Quarter Sessions are empowered to 
direct tho infliction of ujio whipping of not 
more than 25 strokes. Tho grave offences 
for which a whipping may thus, as has 
been said, bo imposed on adults, include 
garotting, robbery, or assault with intent 
co rob by an armed person, or by two or 
more persons, or robbery or wounding, in- 
tercourse with or indecent assaults upon 
young girls, and aggravated cases uf rape; 
abo discharging lirearnis, etc., with a 

view to injure and alarm the Queen,

Messrs. Jewell & Bowles presented 
their quarterly audit, on tho back of one 
sheet of which was a memorandum by 
Mr. Jewell, referring to uiinutos of a 
meeting which had been struck out, as 
said meeting was bold to be illegal.

Ho objected to spending time in 
needless discussion. '"My duties," said 
he, "aro too multifarious to waste my 
timo in this way." 

'Mr. Essery — "Oh, yes. Your multi- 
farious duties. Spell it with a big M." 

The Mayor — "You're a little petti- 
fogger." 

Mr. Essery — " I don't propose to be 
browbeaten by a thing like you." 

The Mayor — " You're a regular wind- 
bag, a little, miserable, pettifogging law- 
yer. 

Here Mr. Essery dropped his papers, 
and, addressing the Mayor, said: — "1 
won't .stand that from you, a drunken 
bully, tho Mayor of 1888." 

Then the Mayor started for EaBery, the 
spectators scattered and Essery prepared 
to defend himself. The Mayor made a 
lunge at the lawyer, but missed him and 
tumbled over a chair, binding buside the 
radiator.

Her Majesty's thanks to the threo pleni- 
potentiaries to Washington for the way in 
which they had conducted thenegotiatibris. 
The dospatch concludes: 

I desire to add on the part of Her Ma- 
jesty's Government a 'special acknowledg- 
ment of the ability and knowledge which 
Sir Charles Tupper has' brought to bear 
on the discussion in question. 

Lord Salisbury's despatch is as follows: 
Foreign Omcu, March 2nd, 1888. 

Gkntxkmen: — 1 have received and laid 
beforo the Queen your despatch of the 
15th ultimo, 
treaty signed 
tentiarios of ( 

States for the settlement of tho tiaherioB 
question on tho Atlantic coast of North 
America, together with copies of two pro- 
tocols signed at the time for tho establish- 
ment temporarily of n modus oivetuli pend- 
ing the ratification of the treaty. 

It affords me great satisfaction to inform 
you that I have received Her Majesty's 
^'commands to convey to you her entire ap- 
proval of tho manner in which you have 
conducted tho negotiations entrusted to 
H. M. Plenipotentiaries. 

I desire at tiie samo time to place on 
record on the part of Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment the recognition of the ability 
and tact displayed by you in your discus- 
sions with the Plenipotentiaries of the 
United States, which have so largely con- 
tributed to the rosult which has been ac- 
complished. 

Her Majesty's .government earnestly 
trust that the solution of this question 
will strengthen those amicable relations 
which it is thoir sincere desire to see cul- 
tivated betwoon tho government and 
people of the two great English-speaking 
nations of the European and American 
continents. I am, etc.,

Ottawa, 27th March, 1888. 
My Lokd, — I have' the honor to ac- 
knowledge Elio receipt of your dispatch of 
the 21st instant, with a copy of a dispatch 
from the Right Honorablo the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, covering a com- 
munication from Sir J. Pauncefoto, with 
enclosure of a dispatch addressed by Lord 
Salisbury to Her Majesty's Plenipoten- 
tiaries at the Fishery Conference at 
Washington, conveying to them the 
Queen's approval and that of Her Majes- 
ty's government of the manner in which 
they conducted the negotiations in that 
capital for the settlement of the 
fishery question on the Atlantic coast of 
North' America. 

I am gratified to learn that the course 
pursued by her Majesty's plenipotentiaries 
during tho recent Conference at Washing- 
ton has obtained the gracious approval 
of the Queen and tho recognition of her 
Majesty's Government, and lam especially 
gratitied by tho kind and flattering refer- 
ence to my humble efforts on that occasion. 
1 have already informed your Lordship 
how fully 1 appreciate the able and ju- 
dicious manner in which Mr. Chamber- 
lain conducted these negotiations at 
AVashington and the assistance rendered 
by both him and Sir Lionel Sackville West 
to the contentions of Canada. 

It is due to Mr. Thompson, the Minis- 
ter of Justice, who acted as legal adviser 
to the British side, to placo on record uiy 
deep sense of the great assistance which 
he rendered throughout these negotia- 
tions, and to add that we were also much 
indebted to Mr. Foster, the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries, whose intimate ac- 
quaintance with tho subject was of espe- 
cial value.

tance between the Earth and Ma'rs is only 
about- 35,000,000 -miles, about one-third 
of our distanco from the Sun, in round 
numbers. At such a time our neighbor, 
frith hiii'difimetor of 4,000 miles, subtend 
ah arc in the heavens of over 30" an«*»fc 
is over four times brighter than when the 
opposition occurs in February or March, 
forthon thoro is a distance of 62,000,000 
miles for his light to traverso to reach us 
aud the apparent diameter is reduced to 
about 16". At the presont opposition the 
two bodies are not far from the most un- 
favorable position ; not until tho autumn 
of 1894 will tho conditions approach those 
prevailing at tho famed opposition of 
1877. 

It was during tho exceedingly favorable 
opposition of 1877 that Professor Hall, at 
Washington, discovered the two minuto 
satellites which had so Ions escaped at- 
tention during many years of careful scru- 
tiny. Tho great Washington telescope 
(26 inches aperture, then the lnrgest in 
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the discoverer, all conspired to reveal 
their existence, and establish tho greatest 
celestial discovery of tho century. Since 
then they have been observed at every op- 
position by all the great telescopes; they 
are beyond the reach of any but the most 
formidable instruments, for they 'are tho 
most ininute bodies yet detected in the 
whole solar system, not reckoning the me- 
teors or bits of cosmic dust which are ap- 
parently floating about in every conceiv- 
able portion of apace. Any recent astro- 
nomical work will be found to contain the 
hist ;ory of thelrdiscovery by Professor Hall, 
and an account of the many peculiarities 
noticed by all who have observed these 
tiny moons and who have studied, mathe- 
matically, their curious motions around the 
parent planet. And very interesting read- 
ing it will bo found to be, tor one of them, it 
has been shown, revolves around tho planet 
in less time than it takes the latter to rotate 
on its axis, affordiiiL; to all the Martian 
inhabitants the anomaly jf a moon rising 
in tho west and setting in the east. The 
satellites have received the names of 
Deimos and Phobos, which were the my- 
thological names of the fiery st.-ods 
attached to the chariot of the god of war. 
The outov one, Deimos, is only considered 
to be ten miles in diameter, and the inner 
one, Thobos, about twenty-five miles. A 
recent letter written by Mr. Keller, on 
Mount Hamilton, to a friend in San Fran- 
cisco contains a brief description of a very 
interesting look at the planet. It was 
written on Friday last, and says: "1 put 
the big telescope on Mars last night; the 
soeing was good, and it was tho best look 
I over had of liiili. The satellites were 
easy.". Both Mr. Keller and Mr. Barnard 
had a fine view of the planet and its 
minute attendants —another most sat isfac- 
tory proof of the excellence of this great- 
est wonder of the world— California's 
great Lick telescope.

THE PLANET MARS. 

Its Position With Reference to the Earth and 
Bun-Wnat is Meant by Opposition 
and Conjunction. 

The wonderfully brilliant and reddish- 
looking star which may be seen at the 
present time well above the eastern hori- 
zon at about 8 o'clock in the evening is 
the planet Mars, now approaching its 
"opposition," as it is technically called, 
If we draw concentric circles around an 
imaginary sun, and consider one of them 
tho orbit of the earth, an inside circle will 
represent the orbit of an "interior planet," 
Venus or Mercury, and an outside circle 
that of an "exterior planot," Mars, 
Jupiter, etc. By means of such a, figure,, 
and imagining the earth to be at any point 
in its orbit, it is easily to demonstrate 
that either an inferior or superior planet 
may be in two corresponding positions in 
its orbit, whereby the sun, the earth and 
this other planet will all be in the same 
Btraight line. In tho ono case tho earth 
and the planet will be on opposite sides of 
the sun; then will this planet be said to be 
in "conjunction," or in tho same part of 
tho heavens as the sun, An inner planet 
is also seen in tho same part of the 
heavens- as the sun when;, they 
are both on the same side of 
the sun. In thiB case it is called 
"inferior conjunction," when on opposite 
sides "superior conjunction." But take 
the case of mi outside planet; when, or.e 
of these is in such a position in its orbit 
that it and the Earth are in the same 
straight line with tho Sun, and both of 
therm on the same side of our luminary, 
then it is plain that this planot will seem 
to us to be diametrically opposite the Sun; 
it is situated in that part of tho heavens 
opposed to tho Sun and is said to bo in 
opposition. A planet in opposition will 
cross tho meridian at midnight (12h, or 
half the circle from tho Sun) and is then 
nearer to us than at any other time. 

The planet-Mars is now exactly in tho 
position hero described; the opposition, as 
indicated in the almanacs, is April 10th 
(I3h. Washington mean time}. It is now 
larger and brighter than it will be for two 
years to conie, and now is the timo for 
the telescopes of all our amateurs to be 
directod at the planet which has of all 
others the greatest interest to us, sinco its 
general appearance and ita apparent con- 
ditions seem most similar to those of this 
earth. It is tho oijly planet on which we 
have positively located seas and contin- 
ents. In looking at it wo are almost cer- 
tain that wo are getting a glimpse of its 
real surface most of tho time! and are not 
hindered by a thick envelope of cloud and 
vaporous surroundings as in tho case of 
Jupiter and Saturn. On tho latter the 
markings and belts change ceaselossly., 
They are wily the fanciful formations of 
our summer clouds. On Mars, tho prin- 
cipal features are the samo as they were 
when first described nearly two hundred 
years ago. 

We know that tho orbits of all the 
planets are not perfect circles; they are 
more or less elongated ellipses. In the 
case of circular orbitB, the Earth and Mars 
would be the same distanco apart at every 
opposition, but as it is, the oppositions 
are at some titnes'nioro favorable than at 
others, according as they happen when 
the two bodias are in those points in their 
respective orbits nearest to each other, or 
not. 

Whon the opposition takea pjaco in -.the 
months of August or September, the dis-

The following is the report of the solect 
committee appointed to inquire into tho 
procedure governing the oilice of sheriff 
presented to the house by Mr. Martin : 

Mr. Speaker :— Your cominittoo ap- 
pointed to inquire into the procedure 
which governs the office of sheriff, and the 
remuneration, of that office, and to suggest 
any legislation in respect of this office 
which may be deemed to bo of advantage 
to the province, have the honor to report 
iis follows: That the province ia at pres- 
ent divided into seven bailiwicks, or sher- 
ill's districts, and that the presont divis- 
ion is not a convenient one. That the 
svsfuui of paying sheriffs, partly by fees 
anil partly by salary, is very unsatisfact- 
ory, and wo recommend to the favorable 
consideration of the government that a 
different system bo adopted, whereby the* 
sheriffs shall be paid fixed salaries and 
give adequate securities to the treasury 
for all fees collected by them. Your com- 
mittee are of the opinion that tho baili- 
wick* should be made coterminous with 
the county unml districts, as tho saint) are 
defined in the " County Court Apt, 1SBU," 
and it would bo less oonfttslng if the baili- 
wicks were called counties, Your com- 
mittee also recommend to the - eonijidera- 
tioii of the government tho appointment 
of bailiffs, for tho purpose of lessening the 
cost of the service of legal documents. All 
of which is respectfully submitted.

vince, having come to this colony in 1861, 
and was engaged in mercantile pursuits 
until 1871, when he entered tho political 
arena, being elected for the Ottawa par- 
liament for tho District of Vancouver. 
On a general election taking place in 1873, 
Mr. Wallace retired in favor of the late 
Sir Francis H hicks, who had been de- 
f cited in his former constituency, and 
who, through the retirement of Mr. Wal- 
lace, became member for Vancouver dis- 
trict, hi the same year Mr. Wallace was 
appointed postoiljce inspector for the pro- 
vince, and continued his connection with 
the postal department until iUst Decem- 
ber, 1887, when ho retired upon the cus- 
tomary superannuation allowanco attend- 
ant upou long and efficient service. Mr. 
Wallace was a leader in the movement 
which culminated in this province joining 
the Dominion confederation. He hnd tho 
honor of being elected speaker of the 
memorable "Yale convention, "which took 
place a few years before tho union was 
consummated; He is a genthimun pos- 
sessed of wide and general inforiuiifion, of 
great energy and Force of character, and 
is endowed with a warm and generous 
nature. The kindly expressions and hand- 
some tribute paid him and Mrs. Wallace 
by his staff and rim/rem represent the 
general sentiment and good wishes to- 
wards this rstrnable couple. 

On the evening of departure a largo 
number of ftionds assembled at the 
steamer to bid Mr. mid Mrs. Wallace 
good-byo. Hoping ere long to seo them 
again in • our midst, we wish them ban 
voyage.
